'Obama: Jury has spoken 1 
on killing of black teen 

He tied the killing of the 
teenager to the problems 
surrounding gun use in the 
United States, an issue on 
win ch the president tried but 
failed to push through new 
control measures earlier this 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
yesterday appealed for calm 
after an acquittal in the 
killing of black teenager 
Trayvon Martin, saying: 
"We are a nation of laws, 
and a jury has spoken." 

"I now ask every Ameri¬ 
can to respect the call for 
calm reflection from two 
p ar ents wh □ lost, tli eir young 
son," he said in a statement 
the day after a jury found 
n ei glib orho o d watchm an 
George Zimmerman not 
guilty in a racially-charged 
trial 

Obama, who had spoken 
emotively on the case be¬ 
fore, noting that if he had a 
son he would have "looked 
like Trayvon Martin," reiter¬ 
ated that the impact of the 
death went much wider than 
th e FI on da t own c f S anford. 

"The death of Trayvon 
Martin was a tragedy. Not 
just for Ins family, or for any 
one community, but for 
America I know tins case 
has elicited strong passions. 
And in the wake of the ver¬ 
dict, I know those passions 
may be running even 
higher. 1 *

B We should ask ourselves 
if we're doing ail we can to 
stem the tide of gun violence 
that claims too many lives 
across this country on a 
daily basis,' Obama said. 

"We should ask our¬ 
selves, as individuals and as 
a society, how we can pre¬ 
vent future tragedies like 
this. As citizens, that's a job 
for all of us. That's the way 
to honor Trayvon Martin." 

Zimm erm an, 29 , had 
been accused of pursuing 
Martin, 17, through a gated 
community in Sanford, and 
shooting him during an al¬ 
tercation on the rainy night 
of February 26, 2D 12. 

A six-woman jury late 
Saturday acquitted Zimmer¬ 
man, with spontaneous 
protests breaking out scon 
after in US cities including 
San Francisco, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Washington and

The situation of doctors having 
studied m the region has been 
a matter of discussion m the 
past months. Reason? Their 
diplomas do not qualify for the 
Dutch BIG registration. 

A commission was called 
into life to study this situation. 
They have even been collec¬ 
ting signatures to give support 
to the group who have studied 
m the region and as a result 
c arm ot work in our me di c al m - 
stituhons on Aruba because 
their diploma cannot be BIG 
registered, as indicated by law. 

In she Netherlands, the pro - 
vision of healthcare services 
by individual practitioners is 
regulated by the 'Wet op de 
Beroepen in de Inchviduele 
GezondheidszQrg (Individual 
Healthcare Professions Act), 
generally known by its Dutch 
acronym, ‘BIG :

Umversiteit 1 (VU) Amsterdam 
have been working on a solu¬ 
tion for the pr obi em H owever, 
before tins process can be 
completed, they worked on an¬ 
other process to give our 
young people who have re¬ 
turned to the island the oppor¬ 
tunity to exercise their training 
and expertise Last week.

23th of last year an agree¬ 
ment was reached with the 
association of Aruhan spe¬ 
cialists, primary care doctors, 
Hospital Board and IMS AN 
In the agreement it is noted 
that we are conscious of the 
fact that many of our gradu¬ 
ates return with diplomas that 


are not automatically BIG 
registered and that we must 
afford them the opportunity 
to enter the labor market. 
Hence, a special protocol was 
agreed upon. 

Doctor Huismart was con¬ 
tracted to work on it, and to - 
gether with all instances 
involved and graduates, they 
delineated a special process 
to follow Thus, they can 
chose three possibilities for

The trial aroused strong pas¬ 
sions among those who be¬ 
lieved that Zimmerman, whose 
father is white and whose 
mother is Peruvian, rad ally- 
pro filed and stalked Martin, 
and those convinced he acted 
in self-defense 

In Oakland, California, pro¬ 
testers smashed windows and 
spray painted cars, hut most 
overnight demonstrations were 
peaceful. 

Martin's father, Tracy, and 
mother Sybrina Fulton before 
the trial had asked the public to 
respect the verdict and after¬ 
ward gave thanks for the out¬ 
pouring of support they had 
received over the past year 

Tire Martin family's attor¬ 
ney Benjamin Crump declined 
to say whether they would file 


a crvil lawsuit against Zimmer¬ 
man. but said "they are going 
to certainly look at that as an 
option lf

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Deadly fighting traps hundreds 
of families in Damascus 


BEIRUT (AFP) - Shelling 
filled at least 13 people yester¬ 
day in the Damascus district of 
Qaboon, where fierce fighting 
between the army and rebels 
lias trapped hundreds of fami¬ 
lies, a monitor said. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights also reported a 
cai' bomb detonated outside a 
police station m Damascus 
province, filling at least three 
people and wounding dozens 
of others 

The deaths came after the 
Observatory warned that hun¬ 
dreds of families were trapped 
in the northeastern district by 
fierce fighting between troops 
and rebel fighters. 

“There is a siege because 
regime snipers are pasted on 
the outskirts of Qaboon and 
this makes any attempt to leave 
difficult," said die group "The 
area has also been bombed by 
the army" 

Regime troops have been 
trying for months to dislodge 
rebels from rear-bases they 
have established in parts of the 
outskirts of Damascus 

Footage filmed by activists 
m Qaboon showed smoke us¬ 
ing from the area as the sound 
of non-stop artillery and mor¬ 
tar fire nags out. 

The Observatory said resi¬ 
dents of the area were facing a 
"stifling" siege 

“There's a major shortage of 
food and some families have 
nothing to feed their children 
with," it said 

The Observatory also re¬ 
ported that dozens of people 


detained in an underground 
makeshift prison near a 
mosque m Qaboon escaped 
when regime forces guarding 
the site left to join the fighting 

Overnight, the opposition 
National Coalition had urged 
the international community to 
act to free "3 DO people" they 
say are being held in the 
mosque.

Because the European oper¬ 
ations of Facebook are regis¬ 
tered in Ireland, they are 
subject Ed Irish law, Merkel 
said, adding that"therefore we 
do need a unified European

She demanded th at hitemet 
companies such as Facebook, 
Google and others inform Eu¬ 
ropean countries whom they 
are handing the data to".

ported. 

Davis became a national

More British soldiers committed 
suicide in 2012 than died in 
Afghanistan: BBC 


LONDON (AFP) - A total of 
50 serving and veteran British 
soldiers committed suicide last 
year, more than were killed 
fighting the Taliban in 
Afghanistan, according to fig¬ 
ures reported on Sunday. 

The Ministry of Defence 
confirmed that seven serving 
soldiers killed themselves in 
2012 and a further 14 died in 
suspected suicides, although 
inquests have not yet been 
held. 

An investigation by the 
BBC found that at least 29 vet¬ 
erans also took their lives last 
year: There arena official fig¬ 
ures. 

A total of 40 British soldiers 
died m action in Afghanistan 
m the same period, while serv¬ 


ing as part of a decade-long 
British deployment that 
reached 9,500 troops at its 
peak. 

Relatives of those who 
killed themselves told die 
BBC the military should do 
more tD tackle post-traumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD) and 
treat it like a physical injury. 

One soldier who committed 
suicide, Dan Collins, had 
twice survived being shot in 
Helm and, was blown off his 
feet by a roadside bomb and 
then witnessed a close friend 
killed in front of him. 

He was diagnosed with 
PTSD and given treatment, but 
after ID months the army sad 
he had recovered. He was later 
released back home aid on 


New Yea-'s Eve 2011, he 
hanged himself. 

"You've gat units for sol¬ 
diers that are severely injured 
and they're treated You should 
have a unit for treating soldiers 
with PTSD,' said his mother 
Deana Collins. 

A spokesman for the Min¬ 
istry of Defence sad: "Every 
suicide is a tragedy aid our 
thoughts remain with the fam¬ 
ilies of all those who have 
sadly taken their own lives. 

"Mental health of our per¬ 
sonnel aid veterans is a top 
priority for the government, 
that is why we have commit¬ 
ted L7 4 million ($11 million, 
3.5 million euros) to ensure 
there is extensive mental 
health support in place for 
everyone who needs it"

If taken 
soon after you notice symptoms, these drugs may 
shorten your illness by a day or so and help prevent se¬ 
rious complications. 

Drink plenty of liquids. Choose water, juice and warm 
soups to prevent dehydration.

Rest. Get more sleep to help your immune system fight 
infection.

underworld, the researchers 
said. There's also evidence that 
the inhabitants of the site were 
fossil collectors; among the 


numerous prehistoric remains 
were the fossilized teeth of a 
long extinct Megal d don-type 
shark 

The artifacts found at the 
site represent more than one 
culture Some figurines and 
brickwork look Mayan, while 
there was also pottery that 
looks like it came from ancient 
city of Teotihuacan, the re¬ 
searchers say. 

The pyramid found ana lull 
near the burials is made of 
stone slabs and stretches 39 
feet (12 meters) tall and looks 
Mayan or Taj in m style, the re¬ 
search era believe While pre- 
Columbian stone monuments 
have been found m Los Tuxt- 
las and the Sierra de Santa 
Marta* archaeologists say this 
type of ancient stone architec¬ 
ture has rarely been found in 
the southern part of die state of 
Veracruz.

people were forced to relocate 
in Guangdong 

Xinhua news agency said al¬ 
most 31,000 ships were called 
back to port and 20 flights can¬ 
celled.

GENEVA (AFP) - A crack¬ 
down on French tax evaders 
with hidden Swiss bank ac¬ 
counts is working and will ac¬ 
celerate, France's Finance 
Minister Pierre Masco via said 
m an interview broadcast on 
Swiss television yesterday 
Mo scovia told Swiss pub¬ 
lic broadcaster RTS there 
would be "na anonymity" for 
those with undeclared ac¬ 
counts, and hailed a legal 
process whereby evaders could 
“regularise" their tax affair shy 
taking an certain penalties 
while escaping the greatest 
censure from tire law 

The French finance mi¬ 
nistry was receiving 95 re¬ 
quests a month from those 
wishing to come clean about 
their accomits, a figure that had 
previously been around 35, 
Moscovia said 

He added there would be no 
amnesty for those with Indden 
bank accounts in Switzerland, 
the wealthy Alpine nation long 
accused of protecting the pri¬ 
vacy of its clients over obliga¬ 
tions ta tax authorities in other 
nations. 


The finance minister's re¬ 
marks came in the wake of a 
deal signed on Thursday in 
Pans between the countries 
that m ean s mhen tan ce s will b e 
taxed where the recipient 
rather than the deceased, is li¬ 
ving 

Describing a " step on the 
way to an automatic exchange 
of mfarmatian', Moscovici 
said he hoped the accord 
would signal a grip that is ever 
tightening around French tax 
dodgers. 

The minister stressed he 
had no desire to harass the 
Swiss, aver bank secrecy, but 
said he wished the country 
might become "mare Euro¬ 
pean" and less isolated in its 
outlook.

"If Spain had not asked for 
financial aid, it would have 
ended up being rescued." 

The rescue plan agreed in 
July 3012 offered up to IDO 
billion euros ($130 billion) to 
save Spain’s financial sector 
from collapsing under the bad 
loans left over from a housing 
hubble that burst in 2003. 

Tire Spanish banks have so 
far taken 41.3 billion euros. 

Spam plunged into reces¬ 
sion m 2011 and market con¬ 


cerns about the country's finan¬ 
cial stability last year saw its 
financing costs soar. 

in tiie interview, de Gum- 
do s said that Spain does not 
envisage asking far more 
funds.

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But tire 3D-year-old strenu¬ 
ously demed any wrong doing 
Only Olympic champion 
and world record holder Usain 
Bolt {9.53sec) has gone faster 
than Gay, whose best of 
9.69sec he shares with Yohan 
Blake of Jamaica Powell is die 
fourth fastest man of all time 
with 9.73sec 


Gay was informed by the 
United States And-Doping 
Agency (USADA) on Friday 
of Ins failed test and on Sunday 
the USA Track & Field 
(USATF) said he had pulled 
out of the world champi¬ 
onships 

"He stated he is withdraw¬ 
ing," said USATF spokesper¬ 
son Jill Geer 

USADA said Sunday that 
the 30-year-old's B sample has 
yet to be tested so they would 
not confirm or deny the failed 
test.

The referee ruled the decisive cut came from a clash of heads, rather 
than a punch, which meant the fight was decided on points rather than Stieglitz being 
awarded a technical knock-out. This was the 29-year-old Kiyota's first professional 
bout outside of Japan and he was taken to hospital straight after the fight to have the 
deep cut over his left eye stitched up. Stieglitz has already turned his attention to an¬ 
other bout against compatriot Arthur Abraham, who he beat in March to regain the 
WBO title he lost to Berlin-based Abraham in August 2012, his only defeat in the last 
four years. Abraham faces Namibia's Willbeforce Shihepo in Schwerin, north-east of 
Berlin, on August 24 and any future bout between Abraham and Stieglitz would be the 
third fight between the pair.
